In  answer  to  this  question,  vve 
would  observe, 

1.  k  is  important  that’  you  should  know  the  real 
state  of  society  in  those  lands  to  which  mission-  j 
aries  are  sent. 

The  fact  is,  there  are  many  in  this  country,  and 
even  among  the  members  of  our  own  Church,  who 
have  no  suitable  conception  of  the  dreadful  condition 
of  things  where  the  liglit  of  revelation  has  not  shed 
its  enlivening  rays,  and  the  people  are  still  sitting  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  Hence  it  follows, 
that  when  the  term  Heathen  meets  their  eye — being 
ignorant  of  all  that  wretchedness  and  degradation 
which  is  therein  involved — no  emotions  of  sorrow  arc 
awakened  in  their  breasts,  and  no  efforts  called  forth 
to  iuipart  unto  tliese  miserable  fellow  beings,  the 
knowledge  of  Divine  truth.  And  it  is  also  certain 
that  there  are  those  among  us  who  hesitate  not  to 
atfirni,  that  the  state  of  pagan  nations  would  nut  be 
materially  benefitted  by  sending  to  them  the  word  of 
salvation,  and  inducing  them  to  live  in  accordance 
with  the  sacred  precepts.  But  who,  after  looking  for 
a  moment  at  this  cut,  and  perusing  the  remarks  con¬ 
nected  therewith,  will  be  prepared  to  advocate  sucli  a 


“  The  writer,  in  giving  an  account  of  his  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  king,  says,” — 

I  was  received  at  the  door  by  the  Mayhou.  On 
each  side  of  it  was  a  human  head,  recently  cut  off, 
lying  on  a  flat  stone,  with  the  face  down,  and  the 
bloody  end  of  the  neck  towards  the  entrance.  In  the 
guard-house  were  about  forty  women,  armed  with  a 
musket  and  cutlass  each,  and  twenty  eunuchs,  with 
bright  iron  rods  in  their  hands;  one  of  whom  slipped 
away  >  announce  my  arrival.  The  Mayhou,  walk¬ 
ing  cautiously  forward,  conducted  me  through  the 
first  court  to  a  door,  near  which  were  two  more  heads, 
where  he  prostrated  himself,  and  kissed  the  ground  ; 
on  which  it  was  opened  by  a  female,  and  we  entered 
-a  second  court,  two  sides  of  which  were  formed  by 
’  long  shady  piazzas.  In  this  we  were  met  by  the 
Tamegan  and  Yavougah,  who,  with  the  Mayhou,  fre¬ 
quently  knelt  down,  and  kissed  the  ground,  pronounc¬ 
ing  aloud  some  of  the  king’s  titles,  as  we  walked 
across  this  court,  in  which  were  ranged  six  human 
heads.  From  this  we  passed  through  a  dour  into  the 
court,  where  the  king  waited  for  us. 

“The  following  is  a  shocking  instance  of  the  disre¬ 
gard  of  human  life,  and  the  callousness  of  Tlie  unre¬ 
newed  heart — 

On  the  next  morning,  I  had  an  invitation  to  come, 
if  it  were  agreeable,  and  be  a  spectator  of  some 
amusements  at  the  King’s  gate.  They  consisted  of 
antic  dances  of  a  multitude  of  people,  to  the  harsh 
music  of  a  variety  of  instruments. — Amid  all  this 
festivity  should  a  man’s  foot  slip,  and  occasion  him 
to  fall,  it  is  regarded  as  a  bail  omen,  and  the  poor 
wretch  is  immediately  taken  out  of  the  crowd,  and  his 
head  struck  off^  without  any  interruption  to  tlic  dance, 
which  goes  on,  as  if  nothing  bad  happened. 

“  After  describing  a  procession  he  refers  to  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  the  prefixed  Cut:” — 

Whatever  entertainment  this  scene  might  have 
afforded,  it  was  damped  by  niy  servant’s  officiousness, 
in  pointing  out  seven  men,  with  their  ankles  and 
wrists  secured  round  tall  posts,  fixed  in  tlie  ground, 
where  they  were  to  remain  till  the  night  preceding 
the  next  festival,  when  their  heads  were  to  be  struck 
olf.  These  unhappy  victims,  though  conscious  of 
their  impending  fate,  were  not  indifferent  to  the 
music,  which  they  seemed  to  enjoy,  by  endeavouring 
to  beat  time  to  it  An  equal  number  of  horses  were 
likewise  fastened  to  stakes,  on  the  opposite  side,  and 
were  to  suffer  the  same  fate.  I  soon  took  my  leave, 
and  quitted  this  scene  of  distress ;  but  had  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  far,  before  I  was  almost  suffocated  by  an  in¬ 
supportable  stench,  which,  upon  looking  round,  I 
found  to  proceed  from  the  heads  of  thirty-two  horses, 
and  thirty-six  men,  who  had  been  massacred  on  two 

men 


who  know  any  thing  in  their  own  experience  of  the 
transforming  energy  of  Divine  grace,  and  the  rich 
consolations  of  a  Saviour’s  love.  In  the  very  nature 
of  things  every  such  individual  must  desire,  and  pray, 
and  labour,  that  the  blessings  which  through  tlie 
goodness  of  God,  have  visited  him,  may  be  extended 
to  all  who  breathe  the  atmosphere  of  this  lower  world. 
And  is  such  the  practical  effect  of  being  a  new  crea¬ 
ture  in  Christ  Jesus?  Then  let  each  one,  through  tlie 
whole  Episcopal  community,  who  lays  a  claim  to  tliis 
spiritual  renovation,  examine  himself,  “  whether  he 
be  in  the  faith.”  VV'ould  the  members  of  our  Church 
act  upon  this  counsel,  awake  from  their  slumbers,  and 
come  out  nobly,  “  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty,”  what  delightful  consequences  might  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  succeed.  Tl*e  dew  of  heavenly  grace 
would  descend  in  copious  effhsion.  Every  parish  and 
congregation  would  feel  the  sacred  influence.  The 
prayer  of  faith  would  go  up  more  frequently  like 
grateful  incense  to  the  skies.  A  hi'ly  unity  would 
strengthen  the  warm  emotions  of  affection  And  zeal. 
The  glory  of  our  beloved  Zion  would  break  forth  in 
dazzling  effulgence.  And  (heart  cheering  considera¬ 
tion  !)  the  cause  of  Missions  espoused  by  every  devot¬ 
ed  follower  of  Christ  within  our  pale,  might  thus  be 
instrumental  in  ushering  in  that  day  predicted  by  the 
bards  of  ancient  times,  when  one  song  shall  employ  all 
nations,  and  all  shall  cry 

“  Hullelujah  !  for  the  Lord  God  Omnipotent  reiEneth.” 


could  be  bestowed  on  the  poor  benighted  Africans, 
would  be  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the  will  of 
God,  and  bring  their  depraved  hearts  within  the 
hallowing  influences  of  the  teachings  of  inspiration  ? 

II.  Such  information  as  this,  is  useful,  because  it 
tends  to  excite  thankfulness  among  Christians 
for  the  invaluable  privileges  they  pCssess. 

What,  but  a  century  or  two  ago,  was  the  intellec¬ 
tual,  moral  and  religious  character  of  those  who  in¬ 
habited  the  country  in  which  we  now  dwell?  But 
little,  if  any,  exalted  above  that  of  the  natives  of  Da- 
homy  and  Asfiantec.  Whence  then  this  prodigious 
change  ?  To  what  especially  are  we  to  attribute  that 
vigour  of  understanding,  that  amenity  of  manners, 
that  benevolence  of  disposition,  that  respect  for  the 
divine  ordinances  which  is  exhibited  almost  from  one 
extreme  of  the  American  continent  to  the  other !  Can 
it  with  justice  be  referred  to  any  other  cause  tlian  the 
introduction  within  these  borders  of  the  Bible — the 
benefits  of  religious  education — and  the  efforts  of 
those  self-denying  men  who  gave  themselves  to  the 
work  of  proclaiming  hero  the  unsearchable  riches  of 
Christ?  VVhenever  then  you  read  or  hear  of  the  enor¬ 
mities  which  are  practised  in  those  quarters  where 
Jehovah  is  not  known  and  revered,  reflect  on  what  it 
is  that  has  made  your  circumstances  different  from 
theirs.  And,  if  you  would  not  bring  down  upon  your¬ 
selves  a  condemnation  greater  than  that  which  was 
pronounced  upon  Choraziii  and  Bethsaida,  see  to  it, 
that  gratitude  to  God  is  excited  within  yotir  hearts, 
on  account  of  your  many  and  magnificent  advantages. 

III.  It  is  important  that  intelligence  should  be  com¬ 
municated  in  relation  to  the  peculiar  dangers  to 
which  Missionaries  are  subjected,  by  living  in 
the  midst  of  such  scenes  of  wickedness  and  mi¬ 
sery.

with  these  matters.”  He  meant,  that  by  viewing 
j  these  transactions  from  day  to  day,  there  was  a  possi- 
i  bility  of  losing  those  strong  impressions  of  their  abo¬ 
minable  character,  which  they  at  first  occasioned,  and 
of  relaxing  in  his  exertions  to  arrest  the  desolating 
march  of  iniquity.

and  from  the  rich  corn  fields  and  the  beautiful  vegeta¬ 
bles  in  the  gardens,  it  appears  that  the  soil  is  very 
good ;  indeed,  I  have  not  before  seen  any  thing  like 
this  in  Greece.  Passing  through  the  gate  into  the 
town,  the  scene  of  desolation  began  to  present  itself :  all 
is  one  entire  ruin.  The  streets  are  filled  with  rubbish, 
and  there  is  only  a  passage  for  horses  and  foot-passen¬ 
gers.  Few  houses  appear  to  have  escaped  the  can¬ 
non-balls.  Notwithstanding  all  this  misery,  we  did 
not  go  far  before  we  were  stopped  by  a  party  of  Greek 
youths,  who  were  dancing  along  the  path,  among  the 
ruins,  it  being  their  Easter  Tuesday.  ‘

I  was  reminded,  as  I  looked  around,  of  that  assembly 
mentioned  Rev.  vii:  10 ;  but  then,  instead  of  the  breath¬ 
less  silence  that  pervaded  this  assembly,  the  song  will 
be  “  Salvation 

One  instance  has  occurred  where  a  yvoup  woman, 
her  mother  and  grandmother,  have  beten'  baptized  ; 
another,  of  a  woman  and  four  children.  Three  years 
since,  all  those  now  in  the  church,  worshipped  their 
English  prayer  book,  now  in  the  archives  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Mission  in  Boston.  One  of  the  men  baptized  the 
other  day,  was  formerly  a  conjurer.  ‘  As  a  people, 
they  are  far  from  many  of  the  vices  that  stain  the  Bur- 
man  character.  We  hope  many — I  say  many,  for  a 
few  will  not  suffice  to  give  this  multitude  of  perishing 
immortals  the  bread  of  life, — will  come  and  take  their 
stand  here,  and  dispense  the  word  of  God  and  the 
ordinances  of  the  Gospel  to  all  who  will  receive  them. 
The  promises  of  God  and  the  signs  of  the  times  are 
sufficient  to  encourage  any  one  to  proffer  his  services 
in  this  great  work.  You,  I  doubt  not,  are  actively 
employed  in  promoting  every  good  work ;  for  to  do 
this,  it  is  not  necessary  that  you  should  be  among  the 
heathen.”

Expedition  to  Liberia — New-Orleans,  December 
1.5. — t)n  the  13th  inst  the  schooner  Crawford,  Capt. 
VV.  H.  Taylor,  sailed  from  this  port  for  Liberia,  with 
twenty -ene  emigrants  from  Kentucky.  The  Crawford 
takes  out  a  large  supply  of  merchandise,  books,  medi¬ 
cines,  &c.  &c.  for  the  use  of  the  colony.  The  expedi¬ 
tion  sails  under  the  superintendence  of  Dr.  Charles  G. 
Shane,  of  Cincinnati,  a  young  gentleman,  who  volun¬ 
teered  his  services,  and  gratuitously  gives  them  to 
the  colonizing  enterprise. 

We  have  undersUxxl  that  there  were  one  hundred 
or  more  applicants  for  passages  on  board  the  Crawford, 
with  a  view  to  a  final  settlement  in  Liberia,  but  ar¬ 
rangements  could  not  be  made  in  time  to  accommodate 
such  a  number.  It  is,  however,  expected  they  will 
sail  from  this  port  early  in  the  spring.  Not  a  drop  of 
spirits  of  any  kind,  we  have  understood,  was  taken  out 
by  the  Crawford,  not  even  for  the  medicine  chest.
